40 Examiner's Comment Regarding Requirement for Deposit 
of Biological Material 
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Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In view of the applicants amendment/response filed October 28, 2003 the 
claimed method for preparing a solid support material for carrying out a chemical 
reaction, comprising the steps of ; (i) reacting an amino functionalised solid material with 
a carboxylic acid having at least two similarly protected amino groups to form amide 
bonds between them, (ii) removing protecting groups in a single step, (iii) optionally 
repeating steps (i) and (ii) one or more times using the product of the preceding step as 
the amino functionalised solid material and (iv) connecting a linkage agent to at least 
some of the free NH2 groups of the product, a solid support material comprising the 
compound of the formula (IX), a compound of formula (XIII), the method for preparing a 
peptide comprising coupling a protected amino acid to a linkage agent immobilized on a 
solid support, deprotecting the amino acid and thereafter coupling a further protected 
amino acid to said first amino acid and repeating said process until the desired peptide 
is produced, and thereafter cleaving the peptide from the solid support, wherein the 
amino acid is protected 4-aminophenyl acetic acid (PAPA), the coupling agent is 2-(1H- 
benzotriazole-1-yl)-1 ,1 ,3,3-tetramethyluronium tetrafluoroborate (TBTU) and the 
coupling is effected in the presence of diisopropylethylamine (DIPEA); is allowable.
